SUBJECT: Meeting with [MM acting Director, 361 


1. The OBGI will require some special working facilities for 
the Cartography Branch and unique storage arrengements for the Map 
Library. The special working arees which were required for carto~ 
graphic work and map intelligence research as constructed in Build- 
MMMM in “fogey bottom" were recalled. EM stated that 
the problems of splitting the cartographic and intelligence branches 
outside and inside the "curtain" at Headquarters has posed super- 
visory problems and made his operations less efficient than desired. 
He sincerely hopes that any new facilities will be constructed with 
our past experience in mind. This, I assured him, would be the case. 


2, I explained the various echelons which would be directly 
involved in the building planning program and informed 
that the DDI Building Planning Coordinator would be in touch with 
his officd (OBGI) by the end of Jjeptember requesting the appoint~- 
ment of a Building Planning Assistent. [RRRBRJ seic that he 
would search for a good officer to be placed on this assignment and 
personally would welcome the opportunity to take part in the build- 
ing planning program. it will mean a great deal to all four branches 


of OBGI. 
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3. He stated that the branch Map Library Sis 
, would have to remain there. TE noted 
that most of the use of Map Library materials and facilities took 
place in the branch locations at Headquarters and in the Magazine 
Building. There are very few visits to [RRRRM|wbere the main 
eollection is catalogued and mainteined. 


i (__=__= | was intrigued as well as concerned with the- 
matter of projecting our thinking 10 to 15 years ahead. He believes 
that this effort being sponsored by the BPS will have many penefits 
of wide ramifications in other aspects of work of the Agency.
